Jewish boy,

A 15-year-old Jewish boy and a 
24-year-old Arab man were injured 
in a double stabbing yesterday in 
ke aie 's Beit Yisrael neighbour- 


oe iatliae to initial reports, the 
incident followed an argument be- 
tween the two. The Arab, whose 
name police refused to release last 
night, attacked the Jew, Ronen Yo- 
shai of Givat Ze'ev, with a knife, 
and was then stabbed himself. 

Yoshai was in serious but stable 
condition after surgery last night at 
Bikur Holim Hospital. The Arab 
was reportedly in stable condition at 
Shaare Zedek ae slap 

The Arab fled the incident, 
which occurred at around 5 p.m. on 
Zunenfeld Street, but was picked up 
wounded by police on Shivtei Yis- 
rael Street. 

One eyewitness told Israel Radio 
that he saw the Arab loitering in his 
neighbourhood just before the stab- 
bings occurred. 

“I retumed from work at about 
4:45,” said Motti Avrahami, “and J 
saw an Arab standing on the corner 
near my store. I remarked that he 
looked icious.” 

‘Avrahani then went into his 
home. Ten minutes later he heard 
yelling, and when he went down- 
stairs, “people were shouting that a 
Jew had been stabbed.” 

Avrabami then accompanied an 
ambulance to the spot where the 
wounded Arab was found, and iden- 
tified bim as the same person he had 
seen earlier. 

Police seid the stabbing followed 
a dispute between the youth and the 
man, but they had still not deter- 
mined whether the incident had na- 
tionalist undertones.

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Iranian gunboats hit 
two more oil tankers 


MANAMA (AFP) - Iranian gun- 
boats attacked two tankers yester- 
day in the southern Gulf, killing two 
crewmen and injuring 10 others, re- 
gional shipping and msurance offi- 
cials said. 

The casualties were reported 
aboard the Havglimt, a 28,941-ton 
Singapore-registered ammonia 
tanker chartered by a Norwegian 


company. : 
High-speed gunboats hit a second 
vessel, the 168,810-ton Greek su- 
pertanker Stavros, in the early after- 
noon as it left the Strait of Hormuz 
for the Saudi port of Ras Tanura, 
according to the insurers, Lloyd's of 
London. eThe attack sparked a fire in 
the engine room. but crewmen rap- 


idly extinguished it and the tanker 
was able to continue under its own 
power, shipping sources said. There 
were no injuries. 

The tanker attacks brought to five 
the number blamed on Iran since 
Saturday, when Iraq staged a mas- 
Sive air raid on Iran's Kharg Island 
oil terminal. The raid seriously dam- 
aged two tankers and killed Hf least 
54 sailors from the Philippines, Nor- 
way. Sweden and Iran, shipping 
sources said.

Aquino orders sweeping 
reorganization of army 


MANILA (Reuter) — President 
Corazon Aquino has ordered 
sweeping reforms of the Philippine 
Amny in ἃ back-to-basics strategy to 
beat the growing Communist insur- 


gency. 

She told senior army officers yes- 
terday that she would abolish the 
much-criticized unified regional 
command structure and give field 
commanders more independence to 
take on the guerrilla New People’s 
Army in the jungles and mountains. 
“I want more men behind guns, less 
behind desks,” she told senior offi- 
cers and troops celebrating the 91st 
anniversary of the Philippine armed 
forces. 

The pledge to end the unified 
command brought loud applause. It 
had widely been seen as a hangover 
from ousted President Ferdinand 
Marcos’s martial-law regime, en- 
abling him to secure the army under 
his personal patronage system. 

The speech was the second time in 
two weeks that Aquino has moved 
head-on to tackle the armed forces,

A far-reaching amendment to the 
Penal Code that was passed into law 
in the Knesset yesterday raises to 20 
years the maximum penalty for rape 
under aggravated circumstances, 
and also legalizes homosexuality be- 
tween consenting adults. The law 
was nursed for 10 years by Shulamit 
Aloni (Citizens Rights Movement).

As they approached, the burglar 
ran upstairs and locked himself in 
the toilet. They were trying to break 
open the toilet door when the army 
arrived. 

The soldiers threatened to shoot 
the boutique owner, but he was un- 
deterred and tried to get hold of the 
burgler. More soldiers were brought 
in when neighbouring residents 
came to the assistance of the 
storeowner. 

Using tear-gas, the army dis- 


ΕἸ persed the crowd, took the burglar 


and left. The forces of law and order 
thus saved the law-breaker, asking 
the store owners for no details about 
what had happened. 

The day before this incident, the 
Israeli army distributed leaflets in 
the West Bank telling the popula- 
tion: “You should know that you 
are the one who is paying the price 
for the disturbances and disorder... 
Don’t forget. brother, that the 
events of 1936 and 1948 began in the 
same way and their heavy price has 
beer paid by generations of Pe Pales- 
tinians, to this day.” 

There were also several warnings 
from different quarters of the conse- 
quences of the resignation of the 
Arab policemen. It is not surprising. 
however, that those warning of the 
impending catastrophe for the local 
population that will ensue as a result 
of the resignations are all Israelis. 
Are the Palestinians being foolhar- 
dy and shortsighted in being unper- 
turbed by the absence of local 
police? 

Israel has ruled the West Bank 
not only by means of its superior 
military power but also by perpe- 
trating several myths. Among these 
are the myths of Israel the liberator. 
and of Israel the modemizer, bring- 
ing civilization and higher, more fib- 
eral values to the backward popula- 
tion. But the myth with the greatest 
currency and longest life, I believe, 
has been the myth of Israel, protec- 
tor of the Palestinians 

The assumption on which this 
myth is based is that the Palestinians 
in the West Bank are hostages to 
terror, PLO terror. Israel and its 
security forces are the “‘saviours” of 
the Palestinians. Thus, the term that 
the official Israeli media use in Ara- 
bic for Palestinian oom fighters

The ‘myth’ of law and order

make trouble. Israel pursues the 
perverse ones to make it possible for 


‘the others to live normally. Israel is 


the saviour of the majority. who are 
being held hostage by the perverse- 
ness of the minority. Excesses 
against the minority, therefore, are 
to be justified because they make 
normal Jife for the majority possible 
by restoring law and order. 

This myth has had far-reaching 
consequences. A large proportion 
of the over 1,000 “security decrees 
which amend local law are justified 
in their preambles as being neces- 
sary for preserving law and order. 
The Israeli High Court of Justice 
bases many of its decisions regard- 
ing the occupied territories on the 
grounds that the preservation of law 
and order and prevention of terror 
are overriding duties of the occupier 
under The Hague Regulations. 

What then would happen if law 
and order and the security of the 
population were better served in the 
absence of the police? It would de- 
stroy the myth. 

Superior military might has never 
on its own been sufficient to enable 
oppressors to perpetrate their rule. 
It stands to reason that the military 
authorities may go to great lengths 
to prove their point to the local pop- 
ulation — that without their law en- 
forcement authorities to preserve 
law and order, society would be 
much worse off. 

BUT HAS the absence of police 
made a difference? 

The inadequacy of the police 
force in serving the interest of the 
local population has been evident 
for many years. I remember discuss- 
ing this several years ago with a 
high-ranking official responsibile for 
the West Bank military govern- 
ment. His answer was that it was an 
Arab police force, so if it was fail- 
ing, this was not the responsibility of 
the Israelis. 

Of course. he knew better. The 
Israeli authorities did not even deign 
to pat the word “police’ in Arabic 
on the station. The sign says “po- 
lice“ in Hebrew and English only. 

The Palestinians who were em- 
ployed as police were essentially 
footmen who delivered summons to 
local people. When you appealed to 
them for help, they invariably point- 
ed to their powerlessness. There was 
a much higher incidence of burglar- 
ies that remained unsolved before 
the local members of the police re- 
signed than there has been since. 

Traffic has not been any worse. 

I may be permitted to use an ex- 
k ample close to me, because my late 
father was a public figure. Despite 
the fact that over two years have 
elapsed since his murder, the police 
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have not brought his assailants to 
justice. 3 


After his death, the Israeli media 
announced throughout the world 
that another moderate fell victim to 
PLO terror. Perhaps the security 
forces assumed initially that my fa- 
ther’s murder was political. But hav- 
ing cited another instance in support 
of the myth of PLO terror and the 
hostage population, they preferred 
not to disturb this evidence in sup- 
port of the myth when they discov- 
ered ~ as they did very early on -- 
that what they assumed was not 
true. 

There is very good Teason now to 
believe that the police know more 
than they were willing to divulge. 
‘Why would the police not cooperate 
in uncovering a murder? Because 
police were never there to safeguard 
the interests of the local Palestinian 
population. The legitimate objec- 
tive of preserving law and order was 
only a peg on which was hung all 
that was convenient for Israel to 
bring about regarding changes in the 
law and goverament which would 
serve entirely different purposes. 
The police, by their praised en- 
couraged corruption and acted as 
the protector of the corrupt. 

The “burglar” who came to the 
boutique in Ramallah carried two 
narrow sacks, presumbly in which to 
pack women’s dresses. He chose the 
most visible store in town to break 
into so that the message would be 
clear to all: Without the police, bur- 
giaries will be commonplace. The 
army patrol is usually absent from 
the streets at night. How they man- 
aged to come so quickly to his aid, 
and why they were so interested in 
saving him and asked no question of 
the owners to ascertain the facts (as 
should be expected of the authori 
there to preserve law and pola 
makes one wonder, to put it mildly. 

So far, evidence points to the fact 
that the Palestinian community will 
prevent the common crimes that 
usually become frequent in times of 
chaos. They may not continue to 
succeed to be so alert. But there are 
none who doubt, on this side of the 
line, at Jeast, that it cannot be worse 
than when the local Palestinians 
were part of the police force. The 
myth of the Israeli occupation bring- 
ing Palestinians law and order has 
never been believed here. If there 


were any doubts that it may be © 


worse for us if we are on our own, 
these doubts are being quickly 
dispelled. 

As the old myths are destroyed, 
the Israelis are in dire need of creat- 
ing new ones if they are to survive 
here. Firearms alone will not be 
sufficient.

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The missile threat 


IT NEED NOT have taken news of the deployment of inter- 
mediate-range surface-to-surface Chinese missiles in Saudi 
Arabia to alert Israeli policy-makers to the fact that the Middle 
East battlefield has entered the age of deadly rocketry. For 
several months now Iraq and Iran have been raining unoppo- 
sable missiles on one another's cities, in the evident hope of 
deciding the Gulf war by either proving it to be unwinnable, or 
by it. Since the two armies have been unable to claim 
victory in direct confrontation in the nearly eight-year long 
conflict, it is now left to the civilian populations to show whose 
morale will crack first, Jran’s or Iraq's. 

On the face of it Iran bas the simpler missile job, as its 
frontier is only 160 kilometres from the principal target, 
Baghdad. But the originally tactical Soviet Scud-B's upgraded 
and boosted-up by the Lraqis are more accurate and have a 
range of over 600 kilometres, which enables them to reach 
distant cities such as Teheran and Qom. Turned west, as they 
could be one day, these same missiles would cover the entire 
face of Israel, including the territories, without a single Iraqi 
soldier crossing his country’s border with Jordan. 

It is not too difficult to imagine the impact these Iraqi 
missiles might have if they were equipped with chemical, let 
alone nuclear, warheads, and if the enemy were'not deterred , 
or for that matter subdued in time by Israel's superior might. 

Oddly, the first time — since the crisis over Syrian ground-to- 
air missiles op Lebanon's border — that the issue of Arab 
rocket-power has been raised by an Israéli leader is right now, 
and it concerns neither Iraqi nor Syrian surface-to-surface 
muissiles but the Chinese CSS-2 missiles reported to have been 
deployed in Saudi Arabia. With their nearly 4,000-kilometre 
range, these weapons in the hands of an unfriendly Arab state 
pose a great potential danger indeed. 

Beijing's explanation that the missiles are strictly conven- 
tional, and that Riyadh lias promied to use them only for 
defence, is less than entirely reassuring. Saudi Arabia's contri- 
bution, modest though it has been, to past Arab wars against 
Israel has been defended on ground of self-defence, too. There 
is, however, reason to believe that it is their own and their 
neighbours’ protection against Khomeini-ruled Iran that is 
now uppermost in the minds of the Saudis. 

While the news about the Sino-Saudi deal could not fail to 
arouse Israeli apprehensions, the sensible thing to do would 
have been to take it coolly and to probe, at least for a start, 
diplomatic ways of meeting this and future missile threats. 

So what did Prime Minister Shamir do after being briefed by 
U.S. officials in Washington on the matter? Not content to 
impress on the administration the need for the missiles to be 
removed, the premier took σας further oy Without bother- 
ing to consult even the defence minister, he — so it must be 
assumed -- authorized one of his closest aides, the director- 
general of the Prime Minister's Office, Yossi Ben-Aharon, to 
darkly, but openly, via a long-distance interview on Israel 
Radio, warn the Saudis that Israel could dispose of their 
missiles the same way it had disposed of Osirak in 1981. (On 
his return home fast night, Mr. Shamir, as is his wont, saw no 

’ problem in flatly ecayag Ben-Aharon’s statement, although it 
has been recorded on tape.) 

‘Thus the hope of neutralizing the missile threat diplomati- 
cally may have been snuffed out, while the element of surprise 
so essential to another ‘Operation Babylon’ has been utterly 
destroyed. But in the meantime attention could presumably be 
turned away from George Shultz's peace plan, and a new 
‘existential’ [sraeli consensus could be shaped with a latter-day 
Begin, Yitzhak Shamir, at its head. 

It may all be but bluff and bluster, not to say sheer folly, but 
1988 is, after alJ, an election year, just as 1981 was. 


Law and disorder 


FOR eight long months the devastating report of the police 

controller, Aluf (Res.) Avraham Adan, on disorder among 

the lawmen was allowed to gather dust, in the apparent hope 

that it would thus be made to sink into oblivion. Last week, 

alas, the report was leaked, somehow, and now Inspector- 

General David Kraus, duly alarmed, is out to take action -- 
against the controller. 

Says Mr. Kraus: “{ cannot accept Adan’s conclusion that the 
philosophy of the senior command of the (police) force is not 
based on the principle that integrity and honesty must be 
paramount, and that criminal offenders within the force must 
be punished with the full rigour of the law. I shail not allow the 
force to be treated like some punching-back, which anybody 
can pummel with impunity.~ 

That “anybody” is, of course, the police controller, none 
other, who mow stands accused by the inspector-general of 
concocting slanderous generalizations against the police from 
flimsy and purely random evidence. 

Jf Mr. Kraus is right, then Mr. Adan must go. But it is not 
for Mr. Kraus to decide that he will. It may yet turn out that 
the truly guilty party is not Mr. Adan, but his accuser. Only an 
independent inquiry could establish that. It remains to be 
determined whether it is Mr. Adan who bas been treating the 
police force “like some punching bag.” or whether far too 
large a number of policemen have in fact been treating all too 
many members of the public that way, and with impunity. 

In the meantime, faith in Mr. Kraus’s capacity for balanced 
judgment has not been enhanced by the criminal -- yes, crimi- 
nal — and wholly unrelated charges he has levelled at Mr. Adan 
for having consulted a retired police officer about a matter 
under review. An indiscretion has apparently been committed 

by Mr. Adan, but if Mr. Kraus is not merely out to draw the 
fire away from himself and seriously insists that a crime has 
been perpetrated — well, thea, as Mr. Adan has observed, let 
him prosecute the controller.
